3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to be for 
a single article even though more than one article is included under a numbered item in the 
catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated as a ‘“‘Lot’’ 
then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute.

j Note: The present tapestry belongs to the remarkable ‘chinoiserie’ series, with 

Chinese, Indian and Persian figures, typified by the four famous Elihu Yale tapestries, 

one of which is illustrated in Marillier, English Tapestries of the Eighteenth Century, 

1930, pl. 13a. They originated at the Soho factory under the management of John Vander- 

bank (1689-1727), who is responsible for some of the most imaginative works executed at 

Soho. He supplied many fine sets to the great country mansions of England: Holkham 

House, Belton, Adlington Hall, Cheshire, etc. and also executed tapestries for the London 

Customs House and for the Royal Bedchamber in Kensington Palace. A complete account 

of his work may be found in W. G. Thomson, Tapestry Weaving in England, 1914, pp. 

139-147. 

The design of these tapestries is remarkable for their blending of ‘Chinese’, ‘Indian’, 

and ‘Persian’ elements of the most fanciful kind, in a chinoiserie formula which seems to 

have been devised after a Chinese lacquer screen. The general effect, as in much English 


work of the period, is naive and gay in character. We believe this to be the first original 
tapestry of this type to be offered at public sale at these Galleries.

a series of ten subjects, of which only seven or eight were actually executed; and are char- 


acterized especially by the festooned palm tree ‘frame’ which replaces the more conven- 
tional borders. 


The present subject, The Harvest, is, as regards the main group, exactly similar to 
one of the hangings, formerly owned by Messrs. French & Co. and illustrated in H. Gobel, 
Wandteppiche, I, vol. Il, fig. 248.

Note: The Reymbouts family was active in Brussels weaving as early as the begin- 

ning of the fifteenth century. Martin Reymbouts (fl. 1576-1619) executed series of The 

Triumph of Petrarch, Vertumnus and Pomona, The History of Troy, etc. and was under 

the patronage of the governments of Madrid and Vienna. He became one of the most 


celebrated weavers of his city, and after his death in 1619 the atelier was carried on by his 
widow and son Nicholas.

Note: This remarkable carpet dates from about 1795-1800, and exhibits the charac-

The 


border design is in the massive monumental style of the closing years of the century, and 
resembles cognate borders in some of the more elaborate ceramic dinner services of the 


period.
